Unio is the Latin word (in Engliſh Pearl) fo called, for that it is a hard matter to find twd 
Pearls alike for bigneſs, figure, Ihape, water, and brightneſs. The greateſt and better fort 
of Pearl are found between Orme and Buzera in the Straits of Perſia. There is alſo a fiſh- 
ing for Pearl near the Iſland of Zeilam, but of lower price: Likewiſe there are Pearls found 


near the Iſland of Burneo, and Iſland of Azian; but thoſe of Ormas ſurpaſs them all. * 


They are fiſhed for by divers that dive into the Sea, ſome 10, 15, and 10 fathom deep ; they 
row in Oyſter-ſhells; the Divers have Baskets tied to their back to put the Oylters in, and 
ring them up from the botrom of the Sea, and put them into Boats; the fiſh are laid in the 

Sun, and there open themſelves ; and, when the fiſhing is over for that day, the Captain and 

Souldiers for the King of Portugal, together with the Divers and Labourers, take the Pearls, 

and divide them into fqur parts, one of which is taken for the King, the ſecond for the Cap- 

tain and Souldiers, the third for the Jeſuirs (whoſe Cloyſter is hard by) and the fourth for the 

Divers, Fiſhers, and their Labourers.

Firſt, Although this Realm be alrcady 
excecd ing Rich by Nature, yet might it be 
much' increaſed by laying the waſic Grounds 
(which are infinite,) into ſuch Employments 
as ſhould no way hinder the preſent Revenues 
of: other manurcd Lands, but hereby to 
ſupply our ſelves, and prevent the Importa- 
tions of Hemp, Flax , Cordage, Tobacco, 
and divers other things which now we 
fetch from Strangers to our great Impo- 
veriſhing, + - , 

2, 'We may likewiſe diminiſh our Impor- 
tations, if we would ſoberly' refrain from 
excciſive Conſumption of Forein Wares in 
our Diet and Rayment, with ſuch often 
change of Faſhions as is uſed, 'ſo much the 
more to increaſe the Waſie. avd Charge ; 
which. Vices at this preſent: are more Noto- 
tious: amongſt: us than in former Ages. Yet 
might they cafily.be amended by enfercing 
the. Qbſervation of: ſuch gaod Laws, as 
ate ſirifly praftiſed in other Countries , 
againſt the ſaid Exceſſes 3 whete: likewiſe, 
by - commanding their own ManufaQures to 
be uſed, they prevent the coming} in. of 
others, without Prohibition, or Offence. 49 
Strangers in their: mytual Commerce, 
3, In our Exportations we muſt not only 
regard 'our_ own Superfluities, but. alſo con- 
fider our Neighbours Neceſſities, that fog 
bpon the VVares which they. cannot want, 
nor} yet. be farniſhed therewith. elſewhere, 
we may (-belides the vent of Materials, ) 
gain ſo much af the ManufaGure-as we can, 
and alſo-endeavour to {el theni dear, fo far 
forth as the high Price cauſe not a le(s vent

T is'a common ſaying, That Plenty or 
 Scareity of Mony makes all things Dear, or 
Good, or Cheap; . and this Mony is cither 
gotten or loſt in Forein Trade, By the over or 
underballancing of the ſame, as I have. al- 
ready ſhewed, It xeſterhnow that I diſtinguiſh

- The Statute for 
Employment of Stranger's Warcs into our 
Cammoditics, fecmeth at firit to be a good 
apd a Lawful way leading to thoſe ends; 
but upon the Examination of the Particulars, 
we (ball find, that it cannot produce ſuch 
good. Effects. | 

Far as the Uſe of Forcin Trade is alike 7, q,, 
unto all Nations, ſo may we eaſily perceive gf poyrecn 
what will be done therein by Strangers, Trade 3s 
when we do but obſerve our own proceedings 4/5%e ro 
in this weighty Buſineſs, by which we do ©* Na- 
not. only fcek, with the vene of our own *7”© 
Commadities, to ſupply our wants of Foxcin 
Wares, but alſo to enrich our ſelves with 
Treaſure : All which is done by a different 
mavpner of Trading, according to our own 
Occaſions and the nature of the Places 


whereunto we do Trade 3 as namely, in 
ſome Countrics we fſcl] our Commodities 
and bring away their Wares, or parc in 
Mony 3 in other Countries we fell our Goods 
and take their Mony, becauſe they have little 
Courſe likewiſe will be found as weak as the ox no Waxes that tit our turrs; Again, in 
ſorne Places we have need of their Commo- 


ditics 
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ditics but, they have little ufe of ours fo 
they cake our-Mony which we get in' other 
Countries; And thus by a courſe of Traflick, 
(which changeth according to the Accureats 
of time): the particular Membcrs- do accom- 
modate each other, and. all accompliſh 'the 
whole :Body: of the Trade, -which' will ever 
languiſh, - if the Harmony: of her healthy be 
difiempered. by. the Diſeates' of [Exceſs at 
home, Violence abroad, Charges: 'and 'Re- 
ſteiRions' at home or abroad} 'but'in- this 
Place I have occafion to ſpeak: only-of -Re- 
firiftion, which I wilbperform briefly.” 

There are-three ways by -which a Merchant 
wake the. returns of his Wares from beyond 
the Seas, that.is to ſay in Mony, in Corh- 


_ moditics, -or by Exchange. But the Statute 


of Employment doth not only reſtrain Mooy, 
(in which there is a ſeeming Providence and 
Juſtice J :but alſo! the Ule of the Exchange 
by. Bills, which doth violate. the Law of 
Commerce, and is indeed an. A& without 
Example in any place of the Werld where 
we. have Trade, and thetefore to be confi- 
dercd, that whatſoever. ( in: this kind) we 
hall impoſe upon Strangers here; will pre- 
ſently be made a Law'for us in their Court» 
tries, eſpecially where we have our greateſt 
Trade with our vigilant Neighbours, who 
omit no care ner occaſion to ſupport their 
Traffick in equal Privileges with other Nati- 
ons, And thus in the firſt place, we ſhould 
be deprived of that Freedom and Means 
which now we have to bring Treaſure into 
the Kingdom, and therewith likewiſe ' we 
ſhould-loſe the Vent of much Wares, which 
we carry todivers places, whereby our Trade 
and our Treaſure would decay together. 
Secondly, If by the ſaid Statute we thruſt 
the Exportation of our Wares {more than 
ordinary) upon the Stranger, we muſt then 
take it. from the Engliſþ, which were injuri- 
ous to our Merchants, - Mariners, and Ship- 
ping; beſides the hurt' to the Common- 
wealth, in _— the Kingdom's Stock to 
the Stranger, at far lower rates here, than 


we muſt do if we ſold it to them in their 


own Countries, as is proved in the third 
Chapter. 


Thirdly, Whereas we. have already fufh- 


ciently ſhewed, that if our Commodities be 
over-ballanced in value by Forcin Wares, 
our Mony muſt be carried out. How is it 
poſſible to prevent this by tying the Stranger's 


| hands, and leaving the Englith. looſe? Shall 


not the ſame Reaſons and Advantage cauſe 
that to be done by thera now, that was 
done by the other before? Or it we make a 
Statute (without example) to prevent both 
alike, ſhall we not then overthrow all at 
once ? The King in his Cuoſtms, and 
the Kingdom in her Profits 3 for ſuch a Re- 
friction muſt of neceflity deſtroy much Trade, 


becauſe rhe diverſity. of Occafioris and Places, 


which make. an - ample {Trade, require that 
fome Mun '(hbuld both.

Laſtly, To leave no Obje&ion unanſ{wer- 
cd, if it ſhould be ſaid, that a Statute com- 
prehending the Kngliſh as well. as the Stran- 
ger, mult. needs keep qur: Mony in the King» 
dom : What ſhall we -getby this, if it hinder 
the coming; in of Mony by the' decay of that 
ample Trade which we enjoyed in the Free- 
dom thereof ?- Is ;not the: Remedy. fat worſe 
than 'the: Diſcafe?

Yea, but. ſay ſome Men, we- have better 
hopes than ſo 3 for the Intent: of the Statute 
is, that as all the Forein Wares which are 
brought in ſhall.be employed in our Commo- 
dities, thereby to. keep our Mony in the 
Kingdom : So we doubt not but- to ſend out 
a ſufficient Quantity of our own - Wares 
over and above, to bring in the Value thereof 
in ready Mony. | 


Although this is abſolutely denied by the - 
Reaſons afore-writtcn, yet now we. will 


grant: it, 'becauſe we deſire: to- end the. Diſ- 
pute : For if this be true, 'that other Nati- 
tions vent .more of our Commodites, than 
we conſume of theirs in value, then I affirm, 
that the over-plus maſt neceſſarily return 
unto us in Treaſure, without the. Uſe of the 
Statute, which is therefore not only favicleſs 
bur huxfful, as ſome other like refiri&ions 
are found to be when they are fully dif- 
covered,

there remained . only four hundred Pounds

And this ſhall 
ſaffice to ſhew, that whatſoever courſes we 
take to force Mony into the Kingdom, yet

= E Merchants Exchange by Bills, is 
a Means and PraQtice whereby they 
that have Mony in one Country, may dcli- 
ver the ſame to receive that again in another 
Country, at certain Times and Rates a- 
greed upon, whereby the Lender and the 
Borrower are accommodated without tran- 
ſporting of Treafore from State to State. 
Theie Exchanges thus made between 
Man and Man, are not contracted at the 
equal value of the Monies,. to their 
reſpeRive Weights and Finencſs: Firſt, be- 


cauſe. he that delivereth his Mony, doth re- 
ſpe the Venture of - the Debe, - and the 
timeof Forbearance 3 but that which cauſeth 
an-under or over-valuing of Monies by Ex. 
change, is the- Plenty or Scarcity: thereof in 
thoſe Places where the Exchanges are made.

or Particular. The General is, when all our 
early Traffick is jointly valued, as I have 
oxmerly ſhewed; the Particular is when our 
Trade to Ttaly, Fronce, Turky, Spain, and 
other Countries are fſeverally confidered; = 
and by this latter Courſe we ſhall perfectly 
find out the Places where our Mony is under 
or over-valucd in Exchange: For although 
our general Exportations of Wares may be 
yearly more in value than that which is Im- 
ported, whereby the difference is made god 
to us in fo much Treaſure 3 nevertheleſs, the 
Particular Trades do work diverſly : For per- 
adventure the Low-Countries may bring us 
more in value than we («| them, which if 
it be ſo, then do the Low-Conntry Mcrchants 
not only carry away our Treaſure to ballance 
the Accompt between us, but alſo by. this

TT Here are certain Merchants which deal 
KL only upon all advartages in the Ex- 
change, neither Export nor Import 
Warcs.into the Kingdom, which hath cauſed 
ſome Men to affirm, that the Mony which 
ſuch meer Exchangers bring in or carry ouc 
of the Realm, is not comprehended in the

think he did for want of Knowledge 3 for 
I tind him Skilful in many things which he 
kath borh Written and ColtRed concerning 


the Aﬀairs of Merchants, and in Particular, 
he Diſcourſes well of divers Uſes, Forms , 
and: Paſſages of the Exchange, in all which 
as. he hath taken great pains for the Good of 
others, fo do his Works of this kind deſerve 
much Praiſes But where he hath diſguiſed 
his own Knowledge with Sophiſiry to far-

more advantage than they are able to do. 
Secondly, They proceed like a wiſe State, 
who ill retain as much Trade as they can, 
a)chough they are not able to procure the 
Twenticth Part of that which they had. For 
having few or no Matcrials of theix own 


to employ their People, yer they lupply this 


want by the Fleece-wools of Spain, and Raw 


Silks of Sicilis, working them into Velvets, 
Damasks, - Sattens, Wollen.drapery, and 0- 
oufaqures 


Thirdly, Whereas they find no means in 
their owa Country to. cm and Trede. 
their great Wealth to Profit, they content 
themſelves todo it in Spain and other places, 
either in Merchandize, os ' by Exchanging 
their Monies for gain, to thoſe Merchants 
who trade therewith in Wares, | And thus, 
whereſpeves they live abrogd for a Time, 
ciccuiting the World for Gain; yet in the 
end, the Centre of this Profit is in their 
own Native Country. | 

Laſily, The Government of Gexoze beiug 
Ariſtocracy, they are aſſured, that although 
the Publick get little, yet if their Private 
Merchaats gain much from they 
ſhall do well becauſe the Riebeft 
and Secyreſt of 6 Free State, are the 
riches of the Nobiligy, (who in Genows arc 
Merchants) which falleth not out fo in a 
Monarghy, .where between the comings in 
of a Prince, and the means of Private Men, 
there is this DiſtinQion of Meam &- Tunm 
bat in the Occaſions and Dangers of a Re+ 
publick or Common-wealth, i where Liberty 
and Government might 
Servitude, there the Proper ſubſtance of private 
Mex is the publick Treaſure, xeady to be ſpent 
with their lives in defence of their own 
Sovercignty. 

To the Twenty Fourth. If a Merchant 
ſhould buy VVares here, with intentions to 
fend them for Venice, and then value' them 
as the Exchange comes from thence to London, 
he may find himſelf far wide of his reckoning : 
For before his Goods arrive at Venice, both 
the Price of his VVarcs and the Rate of 
the Exchange, may alter very much. But if

V Vhercupon we commonly ſay, that the 
Spaniard, in zegard of his Treaſure in 
the Weſt Indies, hath the Fountain or Staple 
of Mony, which he moveth and cauſeth- to 
run into Jtaly, Germany, and the Low Countries, 
or other where his occaſions do

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require it, : either for Peace or War. Neither 
is this effected by any fingular Power of -the 
E but- by- divers Ways and Means; 
fitting thoſe Places where the 'Mony is to be 
red, For if 'the Uſe thereof be upon 

the Confines of France to maintain a War 
there, then may it be ſafely ſent ix Specie on 
Caniages by-Land; if in Italy, on: Gallies 
by -Sea 3 "if in' the Low-Conntrie#,- on Ship- 
ping by Sea -alſo; but. yet with more-danger, 
in regard of his Potcht Enemies in that 
Paffage. Wherefore- in this Occaſion,' al- 
though 'the-Exchange is not abſolutely ne- 
ceflary, yet is it -very: uſeful. And becauſe

So that by this we plainly fee, that it is not 
the Power. of Exchange that doth enforce 
Treaſure, where the rich Prince will have it, 
but it is the Mony procecding 'of Wares in 
Forcin Trade: that doth enforce the Ex- 
change, and rules the Price thereof high or 
low, according to the Plenty or Scarcity of 
the faid Mony 3 which in this Diſcourſe, 
upon all occafions, I think I have repeated 
near as often as Melines in his Books, doth 


make the Exchange to be an eſſential Part 


of Trade, to gn" I: _ 
reling the pri Wares and Monies, Life, 
Spirit, is Worker of Admirable Feats. 
All which we have now bricfly expounded 
and let no Man admire why he himſelf did 
not take this Pains, tor then he ſhould not 
only have taken away the great Opinion 
which he laboured to maintain of the Ex- 
change, but alſo by a true Diſcovery of the 


right Operation: thereof, he ſhould utterly - 


have overthrown his Par pro Pari; which 
Projet (if it had prevailed ) would have 
been .a. good Buſineſs for the Dwtch, and to 
the great Hurt of this Common-wealth, as 


hath been ſufficiently proved in the 224þ. 
Chapter.. . | 


Now therefore let the learned Lawyer fall 
chearfully to'his Books again, for the Mer- 
chant cannot put him down, if he have no 
more $kil} than Admirablt Feats, when they 
may be ſo cafily known and done in the 
Courſe of Trade 2 Well then, if by this Di(l- 
covery* we have ecaſcd the Lawycr's Mind, 
and taken 'off the Edg of his admiration, let 
him now play his Part, and take out a Yrit 
of Error, againſt the Pay pro: Pari; for 'this 
ProjeQ hath miſinformed many, and put us 
to trouble to expound theſe Riddles. 

"Nay, ' but ſiay a while, can all chis paſs 
for currant, to flight a Bufineſs rhus, which 
(the-Author ſaith hath been fo ſeriouſly ob 
ſerved by that Fxmous Council, and' thoſe 
worthy Merchants"of Queen "Elizabeth of 
Biefſed Memory, © and” alſo 'condemned- by 


thoſe French Kings, Lewis 1X." Philip the 
Fair, and Philip deValois, with Confiſcation 


of the Banker's Goods ?-I muſt confeſs, that 
all this'tequites an Anſwer, which in part is 
already 'done by the Author himſelf, ''Forhe 
faith, that the Wiſdom of our-State found'ont 
theEvil, but they miſſed of the remedy : and 
yet 'what Remedy 'chis (hould 'be,'no- Man 
can tell, for there was none applicd 3 but all 
Practice and Uſe in Exchange fiand fill to 
this Day, in ſuch Mapner and Form as they 
did af the time when theſe Feats were difco- 
vered, for the State knew well, that there 
needed no Remedy, where there was no 
Diſcaſe. 

Well then, how ſhall we beable toanſwer 
the Proceedings of the French Kings, who 
did abſolutely condemn the Bankers, and con- 
filſcated their Goods? Yes wel) enough, for 
the Bankers -might perhaps be condemned 
for ſomething done in their Exchanges a- 
gainſt the Law, and yet their profeſſion may 
(ill -be Lawful, as it is in Þaly and France it- 
ſelf to this day. Nay, we wilF grant like- 
wiſe, that the Banks were baniſhed, when 
the Bankers were puniſhed ; yet all this proves 
nothing againſt Exchangers, for Kings and 
States ena& many Statutes, and ſuddenly re- 
peal them, they do and undo Princes may 
err, oreclſe Malines is grofly miſtaken, where

Ordinances, enacted by this State in 350 nance of 
Years time, to remedy the decay of Trade, FreeTrade

formation of the Exchange, or Par 
is effctual, if we would believe him but 
we.know better, and fo we leave him. 

I might here cake occaſion to ſay ſomething 
againſt another projc@ of the ſame Brood, 
that lately attended upon the Succeſs of this 
Par pro Pari, as have been credibly informed, 
which is, the Changing and Rechavging 
here within the Realm, of all the Plate, Bulli- 
on and Monies, Forein or Sterling,” to paſs 
only by an Office, called, The King's Royal 
Excbanger 
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Exchanger , or his Depities, paying ther a 
Peny upon the Value of every Noble : which 
might raiſe much to their private Good, and 
deliroy more go the publick Hurt, For it 
would decay the King's Coinage, deprive 
the Kingdom of much Treaſure, abridge the 
Subjects of their juſt Liberty , and utterly 
overthrow the Worthy Trade of Goldſmiths, 
all which being Plain and Eafie to the weakeſt 
Underſtandings, I will therefote omit to am- 
plifie upon theſe Particulars, 


CHAP. XV. 


Of ſome Exceſſes and Evils in the Common- 
wealth, which notwithſtanding, decay not 
our Trade nor Treaſure, 


T isnot my Intent to Excuſe or Extenuate 
any the leaſt Excels'or Evil in the Com- 


mon- wealth, but rather highly co Approve. 


and Commend that which by others hath been 
Spoken and Written againſt ſuch Abuſes. 
Yet in this Diſcourſe of Treaſure, as I have 
already ſet down affirmatively, which are the 
true Cauſes that may either Augment or De» 
creaſe the ſame : So is it not impertinent to 
continue my negative Declarations of thoſe 
Enormities and Actions which cannot work 
theſe Eftecs, as ſome Men have ſuppoſed : 
For in redreſs of this important Buſineſs, if 
we miſtake the Nature of the Malady, we fhall 


cver apply ſuch Cures as will at leaſt delay, if - 


vot confound the Remedy. 

Let us then begin with Ulſury, which if it 
might be turncd into Charity, and that 
they who are Rich would lend to the Poor 
freely 3 it werea Work pleaſing to Almighty 
God, and profitable to the Common-wealth. 
But taking it in the Degree it now ſtands, 
how can we welifay. That as Vſury Increaſeth, 
ſo Trade Decreaſeth? For although it 1s true, 
that ſome Men give over Trading, and buy 
Lands, or put out their Mony to Uſe when 
they are grown Rich or Old, or for ſome 
other the like Occaſions; yet for all this it 
doth not follow, that rhe Quantity of the 
Trade muſt I:fſcn; for this Courſe in the 
Rich, giveth opportunity preſently to the 
Younger and Poorer Merchants to rife in the 
World, and co enlarge their Dealings; to the 
Performance whereof, if they want means of 
their own, they may, and do, take it up at 
Intereſt: So that our Mony lies not dead, it is 
ftill Traded, How many Merchants , and 
Shopkeepers have begun with little or nothing 
of their own, and yet are grown very Rich, 
by Trading with other Mens Mony ? Do we 
not know, that when. Trading is Quick and 
Good, many Men, by means of their Expe- 
rience, and having credit to take up Mony 
at Intereſt, do Trade for much more than 


they are worth of their own Stock 3 by which 
Diligence of thc Induftrious, the Afﬀairs of the 
Common-wealth are Increaſed, the Monies 
of Widows, Orphans, Lawyers, Gentlemen, 
and others, are employed in the Courſe of 
Forein Trade, which themſelves have no skill 
to perform. We tind at this preſent, that 
notwithſtanding rhe Poverty we are fallen in- 
to by the Exceſfes and Lofles of late times, 
yet that many Men have much Mony in their 
Chefis, and know not how to diſpoſe thereof, 
becauſe the Merchant will not take che ſame at 
Intereſt, (although at low Rates) in regard 
there isa ſtop of Trade in Spain and in France, 
whereby he cannot «employ his own Means, 
much leſs other Mens Monies. So that for 


theſe, and ſome other Reaſons which might 


be alleged, we might conclude, contrary to 
thoſe who affirm, that Trade deereaſeth as 
Utury increaſcth, for they riſe and fall to- 
gether. 

In the next Place, We haar our Lawyers 
much condemned; the Vexation and Charges 
by multiplicity of Suits do exceed all the o- 
ther Kingdoms of Chriſtendom; but whether 
this procecd from the Lawyer's Covetouſneſs, 
or the Peoples Perverfeneſs, is a great Queſti- 
on. And let this be as it may, I will enquire 
not farther thereia than our preſent Diſcourſe 
doth require, concerning the Decay of our 
Trade, and Impoveriſhing of the Kingdom + 
Sure I am, that Suits in Law make many a 
Man Poor and Penilcſs, but how ic ſhould 
make us Trade for leſs by one fingle Peny, 
1 cannot well conceive. For alchough a- 
mongſ the great number of them who are 
Vexed and Undone by Controverſies, there 
be ever ſome Merchants 3 yet we know, that 
one Man's Neceftity becomes another Man's 
Opportunity. I never knew, as yet, a De- 
cay- in our Trade and Treaſure tor want of 
Merchants, or Means to employ us, but ras 
ther by exceſſive Confumption of Forein 
Wares at home, or by a Declination in the 
Vent of our Commodities abroad, cauſed ci- 
ther by the ruinous Effects of Wars, or ſome 
alterations in the times of Peace, whereof I 
have ſpoken more fully in the Third Chapter. 
But, to conclude with the Lawyers, I ſay, 
that their Noble Profeſſion is neceffary to all, 
and thcir Caſes, Quillets, Delays and Char- 
ges, are miſchievous to many 3 theſe things 
indeed are Cankers in the Eſtates of Particu- 
lar Men, but not of the Common-wealth, 
as ſome ſuppoſe, for one Man's Loſs becomes 
another Man's Gain it is fill in the King- 
dum, | wiſh it might as ſurely remain in the 
right Places. 

Laſtly, All kind of Bounty and Pomp is 
not to be avoided; for if we ſhould become ſo 
Frugal, that we would uſc few or no Forein 
Wares, how ſhall we then vent our own 
Commodities? W hat will become of our Ships, 

h Mariners, 


— — 


Mariners, Municions, our poor Artificets, 
and many others ? No we hope that other 
Countries will afford us Mony for All our 
Wares, without Buying or Batteriog for Some 
of cheirs? This would prove a vain ExpeRa- 
tion 5 it is more Safe and Sure to run a mid- 
dle Comſe, by ſpending moderately, which 
will purchaſe Treaſure plentifully. Again, 
the Pomp of Buildings, Apparel, and the like, 
in the Nobility , Gentry , and other able 
Perſons, cannot impoveriſh the Kingdom 
jf it be done with curious and coſtly Works 
upon our Materials, and by our own People, 
it will maintain the Poor with the Purſe of 
the Rich, which is the beſt Diſtribution of 
the Common-wealth. But if any Man ſay, 
that when the People want Work, the then 
Fiſhing Trade would be a better Employment, 
ard far more Profitable 3 1 ſubſcribe willing- 
ly. For in that great butineſs, there is means 
er.ough toemploy both Rich and Poor, where- 
of there hath been much ſaid and written 
It refteth only, that ſomething might be as 
well effected for the Honour and Wealth, 
both of the King and his Kingdoms, 


CHAP. xVL 


How the Revenues and Tncoms of Princes 
may juſtly be raiſed. 


Ow that we have fet down the true 
Courſe by which a Kingdom may, be 
enriched with Treaſure; In the next Place, 
we will endeavour to ſhew the Ways and 
Means by which a King may jultly ſhare there- 
in, without the Hurt or Oppreſſion of his 
Subjcas. The Revenues of Princes as they 
differ much in quantity, according to the 
Greatneſs, Riches and: Trade of their reſpe- 
Rive Dominons3 ſo likewiſe is there great 
diverſity uſed in procuring the ſame, accord- 
ing to the Conftitution of the Countries, | the 
Government, Laws and Cuſtoms of the 
People, which no Prince can alter, | but 
with much difficulty and Danger. Some 
Kivgs have their Crown-Lands, the 'fir(t 
Fruits upon Ecckfiaſtical Livings, Cuſtoms, 
Tolls and Impoſts, upon all Trade to/and 
from Fortin Countries 3 Loans, Donaticns 
and Subſidies, upon all neccflary occaſions. 
Other Ptirccs and States leaving the three 
laſt, do add unto the reſt, a Cuſtorn upon all 
vew Wares tranſported from one City, to be 
uſed in any other City or Place of their own 
Dominions, Cuſtoms upon every alienation 
or ſale of live Cattel, Lands, Houſes, 'and 
the Portions or Martiage Mony of Women, 
L icence-mony upon al Victualing-Houles 


ard Innkeepers, Head- mony, Cuſtom upnn 
all tke Corn, Wine, QOyl, Salt, and thelike, 
which Grow and arc Conſumed in their own 
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Dominions, &c. All which ſeem to be a 
Rabble of Oppreſſions , ſerving to entich 
thoſe Princes which exa& them, and to make 
the People Poor and Miſcrable which endure 
them ; eſpecially in thoſe Countries where 
theſe Burdens are laid at heavy rates, as 4, 5,6, 
and 9, per Cent. But when all the Circum- 
ſtance and Diſtin&ion of Places are duly con- 
Gdered, they will be found not only neceſſary, 
and therefore lawful to be uſed in ſome States, 
but alſo in divers reſpeRs very profitable to 
the Common-wealth. 

- Firſt there arc ſome States, as namely Ve- 
nice, Florence, Genoua, the United Provinces 
of the Low-Comntries, and others, which arc 
ſingular for Beauty, and excellent both for 
Natural and Artiticial Strength, having like- 
wile rich Subjects : yet being of no very great 
Extent, nor enjoying ſuch Wealth by ordi- 
nary Revenucs, as might ſupport them a- 
gainli the ſudden and powerful invaſions of 
thoſe mighty Princes which do inviron them g 
they are therefore enforced to firengthen 
themſelves, not only with Confederates and 
Leagues, (which may often fail them in their 
greatelt need.) but alſo by maſling up Rore of 
Treaſure and Munition by thoſe extraordina- 
ry courſes before-written , which cannot de- 
ccive them, but will ever be ready to make a 
good Defence, and to offend or divert their 
Enemies. 

Neither are theſe heavy Contributions fo 
hurtful co the Happineſs of the People, as they 
are commonly efteemed : For as the Food and 
Rayment of the Poor is made dear by Exciſe, 
ſo doth the Price of their labour riſe in pro- 
portion 3 whereby the Burden (if any be ) is 
Gill upon the Rick, who are either idle, or at 
leaſt work not in this kind, yet have they the 
Uſe, and are the great Conſumers of the 
Poors Labour: Neither do the Rich negle& 
in their ſeveral Places and Callings toadvance 
their Endeavours, according to thoſe times 
which do exhauſt their Means and Revenues; 
wherein, if they ſhould peradventure fail, and 
therefore be forced to abate their finful Exceſs 
and idle retainers, what is allthis but happi- 

neſs in a Common wealth, when Virtue, 
Plenty and Aits, ſhall thus be advanced all 
together? Nor can it be truly ſaid, that a 
Kingdom is impoveriſhed, where Loſs of the 
People is the Gain of the King, from whom 
alſo ſuch yearly Incoms have their annual ifſee 
to the Benetit of his Subje&sz except only 
that part of the Treaſure which is laid up for 
the Publick Good; wherein likewile they 
who ſuffer have their ſafety, and therefore 
ſuch contributions are both Juſt and Profitable. 

Yet here we mult confeſs, that as the beſt 
things may be corrupted, fo theſe taxes may 
be abuſed, and the Common wealth notori- 
ouſly wronged when they are vainly Waſted 
and Conlumed by a Prince, cither upon un-

| worthy Perſons, ſuch as deſerye neither Re- 
wards not Countenance from the Majeſty of 
a Prince z but theſe dangerous Diſorders arc 
ſeldom ſeen, eſpecially 'in' ſuch States as arc 
afore-named, becauſe the diſpoſing of the 
- Publick Treaſure is in the Power, and under 
the Diſcretion of many; Neither is it un- 
known to all other Principalitics and Govern- 
ments, that the end of flich Exceſles is ever 
ruinous, for they carife great Want and Po- 
verty, which often drives them from all order 
to exorbitance, and therefore it is conimon 
Policy amongſt Princes to prevent ſuch Miſ- 
chiefs with great Care and Providence, by 
doing nothing that 'may cauſe the Nobilicy 
to deſpair of their ſafety, nor leaving any 
thing undone which may gain the good Will 
of the Commonalty, fo keep all in due Obe- 
dience, /  * ; 
But now before we ehd this Point in hand, 
we muſt remember likewife that all Bodies are 
not of oneand the ſame Conſtitutian; for that

©: 4-1can Written, and divers others like to them, can- 
not ſibfiſe, 1ot ſublift by the help of thoſe extraordinary

CHAP. XVII 


Whether it be neceſſary for Great Princes to 
lay up Store of Treaſure. 


Efore we ſet down the Quantity of Trea- 
ſute, which Princes may conveniently 
lay-up yearly, without hurting the Common- 
Wealth, it will be fit to cxamin whether the 
Ac itſelf of Treafſuring be neceſſary : Forin 
common conference we ever find ſome Men, 
who doſo much dote or hope upon the Libe- 
rality of Princes, that they term it Baſeneſs, 
and conceive it needleſs for them to lay up 
fiore of Treaſvte, accounting the Honour and 
Safety of great Princes to confiſt more in theif 
Bounty than in their Mony, which they la- 
bour to confirm by the Examples of Ceſar, 
Alexander, and others, who hating Cove- 
touſneſs, atchieved many Ads and Victories + 
by laviſh Gifts and liberal Expences, Unto 
which they add alfo the little Fruit, which' 
catne by that great Sum of Mony which King 
David laid up and left to his Son Solomon ; 
who, notwithſtanding this, and all his other 
rich Preſents, and wealthy Traffick in a quiet 
Reign, conſumed all with Pomp and vain 
Delights, cxcepting only that which was ſpent 
in Building of the Temple. © Whereupon 
Cay they,) if fo much Treaſure, gathered by 
ſo juſt a King, effe& fo little; what ſhall we 
hope for by the Endeavours of this kind in 
other Princes ? Sardanapalas left Ten Millions 
of Pounds to them that flew him. * Darius left 
Twenty Millions of Pounds to Alexander that 
took him 3 Nero being left zich, and extforr- 
ing much trom his bett Subjects, gave away 
Hz above 


above Twelve Millions of Pounds to his baſc 
Flattercrs, and ſuch unworthy Perſons, which 
cauſed Galbs after him to revoke thoſe Gitts. 
A Prince who hath fore of Mony, hatcs 
Peace, deſpiſcth the Friend(bip of his Neigh- 
bours and Allies, enters not only into unne- 
ceſlary, but alſo. into dangerous Wars, to 
- ruin and overthrow (ſometimes) of his own 
Eflate ; All which, with divers other weak 
Arguments of this kind, (which for brevity 
IJ. omit) make nothing againſt the Lawful 
| Gathering ard Maſling up of Treaſure by wile 
'and provident Princes, if they be rightly 
underſtood, : 
For brit, concerning thoſe worthics who 
have obtained to the higheſt top of Honour and 
' Dignity, by their great Gifts and Expences, 
who knows not that this hath been donerather 
upon the Spoils of their Enemies than out of 
their own Goffers, which is indeed a Bounty 
that cauſcth neither Loſs nor Pexil ? Whereas 
on the contrary, thoſe Princes which do not 
providently lay up Treaſure, or do immoderg» 
tely conſume the ſame when they have it, will 
ſaddenly come to Want and Miſcry;for there is 
and Boun. Pothing doth fo foon decayas Exccfhive Boun- 
rs hinge Oy, in ufing whercof they wapt the means to 
Brzgary, uſe it. And this was King Solomen's Caſe.not- 
which withſtanding his infinite Treaſure ,. which 
made him over-burthen his Subjects in ſuch 
a manner, that (for this Cauſe) many of them 
their rebelled againſt his Son Rebohoam, who there- 
beads how by loſt a great Part of his Dominions, being 
ro extort ſq profly miſled by his young Counſellors. 
nd yet Therefore a Prince that will not opprels his 
Mecny into . | = Pos FEE 
Þ wt People, and yet be able to maintain his Eſtate, 
bands. 7 defend his Right, that will not run him- » 
clf into Poverty , Contempt , Hare, and 
' Danger, wult lay up Treaſure, and be thrit- 
ty> tor further proof whereof I might yet 
produce ſome other Examples, which here 0 
do omit as necdleſs. 

Only I will add this as a necefiary Rule to 
be obſerved, that when more Treaſure muſt 
be raiſcd than can be received by the ordina- 
xy Taxes, it ought cyer tobe done with <qua- 
lity to avoid the Hate of the People, who are 
never pleaſed except their Contributions be 
granted by general conſent : For which pur- 
poſe, the Inventions of Parliaments is an cx- 
cellent Policy of Govcrnment , to keep a 
ſweet Concord betwcen a King and his Sub- 
jeas, by reſtraining the Infolency of the No- 
bility, and redrcfling the Injurics of the Com- 
mons, without engaging a Prince to adhere 
to cither Party, but indiffcrently to favour 
both. There could nothing be deviſcd with 
more judgment tor the common Quict of a 

| Kingdom or with greater care for the Safety 
of a King, who hereby hath alſo good means 
todiſpatch thoſe things by others, which will 
move Envy, and to cxecute that himſelf 
which will merit Thanks,

CHAP. XVIII, 


How much Treaſure a Prince may conveniently 
lay up Tearly. 


Hus far we have ſhewed the Ordinary 
and Extraordinary incomes of Princes, 
the Conveniency thereof, and to-whom only 
it doth neceflarily and juſtly belong, to take 
the Extraordinary Contributions of their Sub- 
jets, Itreſteth pow toexamin what proper- 
tion of Treaſure cach particular Prince may 
conveniently Jay up yearly. This.bufincſs 
doth ſeem ar the tirſt to be very Plain and 
Ealic; for if a Prince have Twa Millions 
yearly Reyenue, and ſpend but. one; why 
ſhould he not lay up the other? Indeed I muſt 
confeſs, that this Courſe is ordinary in the 
Mcans and Gettings of Private Men, but in 
the Aﬀeairs of Princes it is far different; there 
arc other cixcumfiances to be confided , for 
although the Reycnue of a King ſhauld be _ _. 
very great, yet if the Gain of the Kingdom be £79 
bur ſmall, chis Latrey muff ever give Rule v4. 
and Proportion to that Treaſure, which may pare 
conveniently be laid up yearly forif he ſhould os Frin- 
maſs up more Mony than is gained by the £* Treas 
Quer-ballzoce of his Forein Trade, he (hall {"* vr 
nat- Fleece but Fles his Subjects, and ſo wich ,,.7, * 
thejy ruin operthgow himſelf for want of fu- 
ture Sheerings. To make this Plain,Suppoſe a 
Kingdom to be rich by Nature and Art, chat 
it may ſupply itſelf of Forein Wares by Trade, 
and yet advance yearly 200cool. in ready - 
Mony : Next, Suppoſe all the King's Reve- 
nues to be 99<c600 Þ. ard his Expenccs but 
4000001. whereby he may lay up 300000 7. 
more in his. Coffers yearly, than the whole 
Kingdom gains fxom Sijrangers by Forcin 
Trade ; who fees not then at all the Mony in 
ſuch a State, would ſuddenly be drawn into 
the Price's Treaſure, whereby the Life of 
Lands and Arts mult Fail and Fall to the ruin 
both of the Publick and Private Wealth ? So AP: 
that a King whodelires to lay up much Mony, whos Sub 
muſt endeavour by all good means to main- je&; have 
tain and increaſe his Sorein Trade, becauſe but lirele 
it is the ſole way, not only to Icad him to his Forem 
own ends, but alſo toenrich his Subjedts to 2744 
his farther Benefir : For a Prince is efteemed nom ug 
no ks powerful, by having many rich well a4ozy. 
affefted Subjes, than by poſſctfing much 
Treaſure in his Coffers, He 
But here we muſt meet with an ObjeQion, 
which peradventure may be made concerning 
ſuch States (whercof | have formerly ſpoken) 
which are of no great Extent, and yet ber- 
dering upon mighty Princes, are therefore 
conſtrained to lay extraordivary Taxcs upon 
their SubjeQs, whereby they procure to them- 
ſclves very great incomes yearly, and are rich- 
ly provided againſt any Forein Invaſions; yet 
have

have they no ſuch great Trade with Strangers, 
as that the Over ballance or Gain of the ſame, 
may ſuffice to, lay up the one half of. that 
which they. advance yearly, beſides their own 
Expences, ; | 

To this. the Anſwer js, that fill che Gain 
of chejr Foxein Trade muſt be the Rule of 
laying up their Treaſure, the which although 
it ſhould not be much yearly ; yet in the time 
of a long continued Peace, and being well 
managed to. adyantage, it will become-a 
great Sum of Mony, able to make a lang De- 
tence, which may End or Divert the War. 
Neither arc all the Advances of Princes firi&- 
ly tied to be maſſed up ip Treaſure, for they 
have other no leſs necefſary and profitable 
Ways to make them Rich 4nd Powerful, by 
;flning out continually a great Part of the Mo- 
ny of heir yearly Incomes to their Subjects 
from whom it was firft taken 4 as namely, by 
employing them to make Ships of War, with 
all the Proviſions thereunto. belonging, to 
build and. repair Forts, to buy and; ftore up 
Cornjp the Granaties of cach Province far a 
Years ule {at leaſt ) aforchand,. co ferve in 
occaſion of Dearth, which cannot be neg- 
leed by. 3 State bat with-great-Danger,; uo 
crc Banks with theix Mpny, for theincreafe

Thus we have fcen, that a ſmall State may 
lay up a great Wealth jn Neceſſary Proviſions, 
which are Princes ' Jewels, no leſs precious 
than their Treaſure; fox in time of need they 
are ready, and cannot otherwiſe be had (in 
ſome places.) on the ſudden, whercby a State 
may be loſt, whilſt Munition is in Providing : 
So that we may account that Prince as: poor 
who can have ne Wares to buy at his need, 
as he that hath no Mony to buy Wares for: 
alchough Treaſure is ſaid to be the Sinews of 
the War, yet this is ſo becauſe it doth provide, 
Unite and Move the Power of Men, Vicuals,. 
and 'Munitioo, where and when che Cauſe 
doth x<quire 3 but if theſe things be wanting 
in ductime, what ſhall we then do with our

Safety , and Terror of our enemics, The 
Endeavours of the Induftrious Dutch, do give 
Cafficient teſtimony of this Truth,. to our great 
ſhame, and noleſt peril, if it have.not a timely 
Prevention-: Fox, whilk we leave our wonted 
honourable Exerciſcs and Studies, following 
our Pleaſures, and of late years beſotting our 
ſclves with Pipc and Pot, in a Beaftly manner, 
ſacking Smoak, and drinking Healths, until 
Death ftares many in the Face 3 the ſaid Dutch 
have well-ncar: ft; this Swiniſh Vice, and 
taken up our  wonted Valour, ' which we 
have often ſo well performed both by Sea and 
Land, and particularly in'their Defence, al- 
though they are not fo thankful as toacknow- 
ledg the fame. The ſum of. all-is this, that 
the general Leprofic of our Piping, . Potting, 
Feaſting , Faſhions , and Mis-(pending our 
time in Idleneſs and Pleaſure (contrary to the 
Law of God, and the Ule of other Nations ) 
hath made us effeminate in our Bodies, weak 
inour.Knowlcdg, poor in our Treaſure, de- 
clining in our Valour, unfortunate in our-En-.

the Means, Convoys, Cuſtoms, and Revenues 
of theſe Countries, are augmented thereby and 


proſper, with other words following, as is 


at large expreſſed in the ſaid Proclamation, 
{er forth by the States General for the Pre- 
ſervation of the ſaid Trade of Fiſhing ; 
without which it is apparent that they can- 
not long ſubfilt in Sovereignty; for if this 
Foundation periſh, the whole Building of 
their Wealth and Strength both by Sea 
and Land muſt fall; for the multitude of 
their Shipping would ſuddenly decay, their 
Revenues and Cuſtoms would become 
ſmall, their Countries would be Depopu- 
lated for want of Maintenance, whereby 
the Exciſe muſt fail, and all their other 
Trades to the Esſt-Indies, or elſewhere 
muſt faint. So that the Glory and Power 
of theſe Netherlands, conliſteth in this, Fi 
ſhimg of Herrings, Ling, and Cod, in bis Mes: 
Jjeſty's Sears It reſteth therefore to know, 
what Right or Title they have chereunto, 
and how they are able to Poſſeſs and 
Keep che ſame, againſt all .other Nations. 

The Anſwer to theſe two Queſtions is 
not difficult; For firſt, It is noc the Ne. 


therlandiſh Author of Mare Liberum, that 
can intitle them co Fiſh in His Majeſty's 
Seas. For befides the Juſtice of the Cauſe, 
and Examples of other Countries, which 
might be alledged, I will only ſay, that 
ſuch Ticles would be ſooner decided by 
Swords, than with Words; I do believe 
indeed, that it is free for the Fiſh to come 
thicher at their Pleaſure, but for the Durch 
to carry and carry them away from thence 
without His MajsſRy's Licence, I harbour 
no ſuch Thought, There may be good Po- 
licy to connirve ſtill, and ſo long to permit 
them this Fiſhing as they are in perfe# hagnue 
with England, and in War with Spain. Bur 
if the Spaniards were Maſters of the United 
Provinces, as heretofore, 1t would nearly 
concern theſe Kingdoms to claim their 
own Right, and carefully to make as good 
uſe thereof, for Increaſe of their Wealth 
and Strength, to oppoſe that Potent Ene- 
my, as now the Netberlanders do, and are 
well enabled for the ſame Purpoſe : By 
which particular alone they are ever bound 
to acknowledge their ſtrong Alliance with 
England, above all other Nations; for there 
15s none that hath the like good Means to 
lend them ſuch a Powerful Maintenance.

Nor were it poflible for the Spaniard (if rip; 
he had thoſe Countries again) to make a — , nz 
new Foundation with the Power of his 9 come 
Money, to increaſe his Strength, either ?®**: 


by Sea or Land, to offend theſe Kingdoms, 
more than he is now able to perform, with 
the Conveniency of thoſe Provinces which 
he hath already in his Poſſ:flien ; for it 
15 not the Place, but the. Employment ; 
not the Barren Netherlands, but the Rich 
Fifting, which gives Foundation, Trade, 
and Subfiftence to thoſe multitudes of Ships, 
Arts, and People, whereby alſo the Ex- 
ciſes and other publick Revenues are con- 
tinued, and without which Employment 
all the ſaid great Dependences muſt neceſ- 
farily disbandon and fail in very ſhort time. 
For although, I confeſs, that ſtore of Mo- 
ny may bring them Materials (which they 
altogether want) and Arts-men to build 
them Shipping, yet where are the Wares, 
to Freight and Maintain them? If Mony 
then ſhall be the only means to ſend them 
out ins Trade, what a poor number of Ships 
will this employ ? Or if the uncertain Oc- 
caſions of War awſt ſupport them, will 
not this require another Indies, and all too 
little co maintain the Tenth Part of ſo 
many Ships and Men as the Hollanders do 
now ſet on work by the Fiſhing, and 0- 


ther Trades thereon depending ? Bur if ic 


be yet ſaid, that the Spaniard, being Lord 
of all thoſe Netherlands, his Expence of 
the preſent War there will ceaſe, and fo 
this Power may be turned upon us. The

England's Treafure 


Anſwer is, that when Princes ſend great 
Foices abroad to itiwade others, they muſt 
I:kewiſe increaſe their Charge and Strength 
at Home, te defend themſelves ; and allo 
we muſt conſider, that if the Spaniard will 
attempt any thing upon theſe Kingdoms, 
* he mult conſume a great Part of his Trea- 
ſure in Shipping, whereby the Means of 
his invading Power of Money and Men 
to land, -will be much leſs than now it 1s 
in the Low-Countries: Nor ſhould we re- 
gard them, but be ever ready to beard 
them, when our Wealch and Strength by 
Sea and Land, might be ſo much increaſed 
by the Poſſeffion and Practice of our Fi- 
ſhing, of which particular 1 will yet ſay 
ſomething more where occaſion ſhall be 
offered, 1n that which followeth. And 
here in this Place I will only add, that if 
the Spaniard were ſole Lord of all the Ne- 
therlands, he muſt then neceſſarily drive 
a great Trade by Sea, to ſupply the com- 
mon. Wants of thoſe Countries, whereby 
in occalion of War, we ſhould have means 
daily to take much Wealth from him;where- 
as now the Spanierd uling little or no Trade 
in theſe Seas, but employing his Ships of 
War to the uttermoſt of his power, he only 
' takes, and we loſe great matterscontinually. 
Now concerning the ſecond Queſtion, 
Whether the Hollanders be able to Poſſeſs and 
Keep thus Fiſhing againſt all other Notions. It 
15 very probable, that although they claim 
now no other right than their own freedom 
in this Fiſhing, ſeeming to leave the like 
to all otheis; yet 1f the Practice of any 
Nation ſhould ſeek either to Fiſh with 
them, or to ſupplant them, they would be 
both ready and able to maintain this Gol. 
den Mine, againſt the ſtrongeſt Oppoſiti- 
on, except Exgland, whole Harbours and 
In-lands, with other daily reliefs, are very 
neediul, if not abſolutely neceſfary for this 
Employment, and whoſe Power alſo by 
Sea, 1s able (in ſhort time) to give this 
Buſineſs diſturbance, and utter Ruin, if 
the Occaſion ſhould be fo urgent as afore 
ſuppoſed; Neither is it enough for any 
Man to contradict all this by ſaying, the 
Hollanders are very ſtrong by Sea, when 
both Sea and Land. encounter them with 
a greater Power : We muſt obſerve from 
whence their ſtrength grows, and if the 
Root be once ſpoiled, the Branches ſoon 
will wither; and therefore it were an Er- 
ror to eſteem, or value them according to 
the preſent Power and Wealth, which they 
have obtained by Trade or Purchaſe; for 
alchough this were far greater than ind<ed 
it 1s, yet would ic ſoon be conſumed in a 
® chargeable War againſt a Potent Enemy, 
=, when cbs Currenc. of thoſe Accidents may 
be {i6pt.:and turned by preventing the ſub- 


their Shipping therefore cannot be ſpare 
from their Traffick (as ours may if occaſi- 
on require) no not for a very ſhort time, 


ſtance itſelf (which is the Fiſhing in His 
Majeſty's Seas) that gives foundation, and 
1s the very Fountain bf their ſtrength and 
happineſs : The United Provinces (we know) 
are like a fair Bird ſuited with goodly bor- 
rowed plumes; but if every Fowl ſhould 
take his Feather, this Bird would reſt near 
naked : Nor have we ever ſeen theſe Nether- 
lands as yet, in their greateſt Occaſions, to 
ſer forth near ſo many Ships of War at once 
as the Englgh have often done, without 
any hindrance of their ordinary Traffick. 
Itis true indeed, they have an infinite num- 
ber of weak Ships to fiſh with, and fetch 
Corn, Salt, &*c. for their own Viaualling 
and Trading, the like to fetch Timber, 
Plank, Boards, Pitch, Hemp, Tar, Flax, 
Maſts, Cordage, and other Ammunitions, 
to make thoſe multitades of Ships, which

which except they ſtir, the People ſtarve j 


without ucrer ruin, becauſe it 1s the daily 
maintenance of their great multitudes

Excifes, and other publick Revenues, which 
ſupport the State itſelf : Neither indeed are 
thoſe Veſlels ſtrong or fir for War; and 
in their proper uſe of Fiſhing and Trade, 
they would become the Riches , or the 
Purchaſe of a Potent Enemy by Sea, as 
they parcly find by one poor Town of Dun- 
Ark, notwithſtanding their great charge 
of Men of War, 
other commendable diligence, which con- 
tinually they uſe to prevent this Miſchief : 
Bur if che Occaſion of a more powerful 
Enemy by Sea, ſhould force them to double 
or treble thoſe Charges, we may well 
doubt the Means of their continuance, eſpe- 
cially} when (by us) cheir Fiſhing might ne- 
vertheleſs be prevented, which ſhould 
procure the Maintenance. 
ther circumſtances make me often wonder, 
when I hear the Dutch vain-glorioully to Men who 
brag, and many Englih fimply to believe, rak by 
that the United Provinces are our Forts, 
Bulwaiks, Walls, Out- works, and I know 
not what, without which we cannot long 
ſubfilt againſt the Spaniſh Forces; when in ſon. 
truth, We are tbe mam Fountain of their happi- The Hol- 
neſs, both for War and Peace; for Trade and 
Treaſure, for Munition and Men; ſdending por 
our blood in their Defence ; whilſt their People ';, Eng- 
are preſerved to conquer am the Indies, and to land's

And 
yet, to give them further breed,/ are they not 
ſpared from their own Wars,to enrich the State 
and themſelves by Trade and Arts? - Whillt by 
this Policy many thouſands of Strangers are al- 
ſo drawn thicher for performance - of their 
Martial Employments,” whereby the Re- 
venue of-cheir 'Exciſes is {o much the 'more 
increaſed, and all things ſo ſubtilly contrived, 
that although the Forein Soldier be well paid;

Commerce with Scrangers, is briefly thus. 
That it isa certain Rule in our Forein Trade 
in thoſe Places where our modities ex- 
ported, are over-ballanccd in value by Forcin 
Wares-broughe into this. Realm, there our 
Mony is under-valued in . Exchange; and 
where the contrary of this is performed, there 
out Mony. is over-valued io Exc 3 and 
where the contrary of this is performed, there 
our Mony is over-valucd. - But. let the Mer- 
chant's Exchange be at a-high Rate, or at a 
low Rate, or at the Per pro Pari, or put down 
altogether ; Let Forcin Princes enhance 
their Coins, or debaſe their Standards, and 
let His Majeſty do the like, or keep them 
conſtant, as they now. ſtand; Let Foreiri 

ns paſs current here in all Payments, at' 
higher Rates thai they are worth at the Mint ; 
Let che Statute for Employments by Stran- 
gers ſtand in force, or be repealed; Let the 
meer Exchanger do his worth Let. Princes 
O » Lawyers Extort, Uezers Bite, 
Prodigals Waſt ; and laſtly, Let ts 
carry out what they ſhall have occafion 
touſe in Traffick, . Yet all-.theſe Actions can 
work no other Efts in the courſe of Trade, 
than is declared in this Diſcourſe. For ſo 
much Treaſure only will be brought in os 
carried out of a Common-wealth, as the 
Forcin Trade doth Over or Under-ballance 
in value. And this muſt come to pals by a 
Neceflity beyound all refiftanee, So that all 
other Courſes, {which tend not to this End_) 
howſoever they tnay [cem to force Mony into 
a Kingdom for a time, yet are they (in the 
End). not only fruitleſs but -alſo hurtful : 
They are like to Violent Floods which bear 
dowa their Banks, and ſuddenly remain dry 
again for want of Waters. :
